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Cleveland Museum of Art Expands Adult Studio 


Class Offerings in Jan. 2005 
Explore Class Offerings During an All-day Open House set for Jan. 16 


CLEVELAND (Dec. 2, 2004) — The Cleveland Museum of Art (CMA) announced today the expansion 
of its Adult Studio classes offered through its education department for 2005. Beginning in January, the Museum 
will increase the diversity of class offerings to include textiles, jewelry making and printmaking. The expanded 
lineup of classes begins Jan. 8, 2005. 

Reservations for classes are required, admission prices vary among the programs. 

Beginning on Jan. 8, the Museum’s education department will be offering 113 courses in 48 different 
disciplines throughout the year. In addition, the Museum has had to increase its teaching staff from three teachers 
in 2001 to 15 instructors in 2005 including renowned local artists, A.D. Peters, George Kozmon, George Woideck 
and Wendy Mahon. Classes will be offered in eight to ten week sessions, four to six week sessions and one-day 
workshops. 

In addition, the Museum will be showcasing the Adult Studio offerings during a special open house event, 
Art Extravaganza on Sunday, Jan. 16, from noon to 5 p.m., $10; $5 for CMA members. The event will feature six 
drop-in workshops designed to allow attendees to receive a sampling of the types of classes being offered. Guests 
can create a series of projects including polymer clay, textiles, printmaking, beading and oil pastels. 

“Since 2001 the Museum’s Adult Studio program has doubled the amount of classes offered,” said 
Marjorie Williams, the Museum’s director of education and programming. “Since 2003 the teaching staff has 
surveyed adult studio students regarding additional classes that they would like offered. The results are 
demonstrated in the programmatic changes that are occurring next year.”
